True good nature, that which alone de- 
serves the name, is nota holiday ornament, 
but an every-day habit. It does not con- 
sistin servile complaisance, or dishonest 
flattery, or affected sympathy, or unquali- 
fied assent, or unwatrantable compliance, 
or eternal smiles. Before it can be allow- 
ed to rank with the virtues, it must be 
wrought up from a humour into a prinei- 
ple, trom an occasional disposition into a 
habit. It must be the result of an equal 
and well governed mind, not the start of 
casual gaiety, the trick of designing vani- 
ty, or the whim of capricidus fondness, 
and seli-denial; ‘* it seeketh not its own,’ 
but must be capable of making continual 
sacrifices of its own tastes, bumours and 
self-love; but among the 
makes, it must never include its integrity, 
Politeness on the one hand, and insensi- 
bility on the other, assume its name, and 
wear its honors, but they assume the hen- 
ors of atriumph, without the merits of a 
victory; for politeness subdues nothing, 
and insensibility has nothing to subdue —- 
Good nature of the true cast, and under 
the foregoing regulations, is above all 
price in the common intercourse of do- 
mestic society; for an ordinary quality 
which: is constantly brought into action by 
the perpetually recurring through minate 
events of daily life, is of higher value than 
more brilhant qualities which are seldom 
called into use, and indeed, christianity 
has given that new turn to the characte: 
of all the virtues, that perhaps it is the 
best test of the excellence of many that 
they have little brillianey in them. The 
Christian religion has degraded some 
splendid qualities fromthe rank they held, 
and elevated thoke which were obscure 
into distinction.

‘©The sheep hear his voice, and he calleth his own 
sheep by name apd leadeth them out. And when he 
putteth iorth bis own sheep, he goeth before them, and 
the sheep follow him, for they know his voice. Anda 
stranger will they not follow, but will flee from him, for 
they know not the voice of strangers.”’—-John x. 3,4,5. 


The flocks of Judea in ancient times were very large 
and valuable, aad being exposed to dangers peculiar to 
that country in those times, required a aumber of ser- 
vants whose constant business it was to guard them. 


The owner himself, as also his sons and daughters, in-
